\ made -U> organize the new ministry, 


\iidjourned after a long session. The 


adjournment was forced by the re- 
fusal of democrats to join in the 
new cabinet unless certain further 
concessions were made by the allies. 
As a result of this deadlock-Ebert 
decided to dispatch a note to the 
allies notifying_ them that he was 


unable to form a'new -government 
and'-make the following demands: 


1—Fixation of a flat sum of $25,- 


000,000,000 for indemnities. 
- -2—Withholding of aUi4d demand 
for swb-endering of the former kai- 
ser. 


3—Immediate admission to the 


league of nations. 


The German political leaders de- 


cided to withhold the note to the 
allies in which,the concessions were 
demanded. No reason was given 
and the ' situation remained 
con- 


fused. 


From the maze of conflicting in- 


cidents, the impression prevailed 
that the treaty would be 
1 signed.

P. Goodrich. 


-The regulation concerning the in- 


spection fee of five dollars ($5.00) 
to be charged »n connection with 
plugging gas and oil wells 
under 


sfate supervision orders that after 
April. 1, 1019, for each gas and oil 
well plugged 
under 
state super- 


vision there shall be charged a fee 
of five dollars ($5.00) for inspec- 
tion^" This inspection fee is in adi 
dition to and separate from 
the 


present fee of five dolfars ($5.00) 
charged for the work of plugging- 
such wells. 


Assistants to the natural ,gas in- 


spector will, therefore, collect and 
remit to the office of the state geol=- 
ogist ten dollars ($10.00) for each 
well inspected and plugged. The re- 
ceipts and reports will be changed 
to conform to the new law. The or- 
der states that anyone failing to 
comply with this order shall subject 
the driller to the penalty prescribed 
in Section C of the Conservation 
laws.

The radicals, verging on bolshe- 


vism, want to see capitalism done, 
away with, and are anxious to have, 
a so'cialisitflnstalled which will make 
the. gulf between" classes less raark-j 
ed than now. However, they believe 
in effecting tlu's gradually and with-" 
out bloodshed and rioting. They do
